One opening dimpled but not torn; very scarce this nice 
Whitman Publishing Company - Fourth Edition 
Extremely rare variety; looks quite nice overall, but with about ten openings partially torn 
One opening partially torn; otherwise like new and rare this nice 
Like new overall; two openings faintly dimpled but not torn; very rare this nice 
Backing intact but with a few tiny dimples 


Two openings partially torn; otherwise very clean; vendor stamp for Maitland Milliken Stamp and Coin in Denver, CO 
One torn opening without loss of paper; corners sharp; printing bright; rarely seen this nice 


Lincoln Printing Company 


Backing intact; looks full VF, but there are a couple of shallow stains on the back 
Backing intact; corners good; a couple of shallow, horizontal creases 


Extremely rare board with OBERWISE contact information pasted over Lincoln publication; two openings partially torn; corners worn 
Rare variety; some writing on face and one small scuff affecting the border at right 


Backing intact; some wear at coin openings; rare this nice 


Very rare early variety; five openings reinforced with clear tape; vendor stamped for ROYALE STAMP CO. in Pasadena, CA 
J. Oberwise & Company 
Just one opening partially torn; a bit of adhesive residue visible at three openings; bold vendor stamp for J. Oberwise & Co. Los Angeles 
Scarce early backing variety; five openings partially torn; upper corners lightly scuffed 
Scarce variety; small, faint moisture stain at left border 
Vendor stamped for Morris Bros. Stationers in Stockton, CA 
One opening partially torn; tiny blue pen notes next to several openings 
Back paper completely intact, but several scuffs and tears in face paper; rare first printing 


Scarce variety; bold vendor stamp for J. Oberwise & Company on the back 


Looks VF overall, but there are a dozen or so openings partially torn
